Catholics Favor Holding Philippines. 

The Rev. William D. McKin- 
non, a priest of California, who 
has been made a chaplain in the 
United States army by President 
McKinley, has written a letter to 
Catholic army chaplain, 
in which he deals at some length 
with the situation in the Philip- 
pines from A Roman Catholic 
standpoint. 

Father McKinnon does no hes- 
itate to defend the administra- 
tion from the attacks upon it by 
some other Catholics in this coun- 
try, who have charged that it has 
acted in the Philippines in an- 
tagonism to the church's inter- 
ests. The priest declares Arch- 
bishop Chapelle, the apostolic 
delegate to the Philippines, and 
the Archbishop of Manila share 
his views. 

The Rev. E. J. Vattman, the 
Catholic chaplain at Fort Sheri- 
dan, 111., to whom the letter was 
written, has just made it public. 
Father McKinnon says in part: 

"You ask me what would be 
the future of the church there, 
provided that there were a 
change in the administration. In 
conversation with the Archbishop 
of Manila one day I asked him 
what he thought would be the 
effect on religion if the Ameri- 
cans were to withdraw and leave 
the islands to the Filipinos. He 
threw up his hands and said he 
dreaded to even contemplate such 
a catastrophe, and he believed 
the only hope for religion in the 
archipelago was for America to 
retain possession there. I might 
add that more than once I heard 
Archbishop Chapbell, the apos- 
tolic delegate, express the same 
opinion. 

"In the first session of Aguin- 
aldo's Congress they passed a law 
confiscating all church property 
and expelling all priests. Not 
only that, but they showed by

o t the Legion. If this is correct 
Mr. Beckham will have to have 
another ceremony before Col.

What the Dnited 
States is doing, with as much of 
benevolent ferbearance as is 
practicable, is to confer upon 
the islands the social order and 
enlightened advantages they 
have never known and could not 
know if left to themselves. —
